COPPER MINES OF CORNWALL. 


Siz,—It is a well-known fact that the copper mines in Cornwall are 
fast exhausting. as they are in many instances reversed from copper to tin, 
The once great copper district of Redruth and Camborne may now be safely 
said to be a tin district, and it seems that our copper mines are fast com- 
ing to an end; but the question arises whether there are not other districts 
in the county equally as productive which are now quite neglected, and in 
my opinion there are many. The Perran St. George district, including 
Perran St. George, Perran United, and Great Wheal Leisure. These 
mines were very rich, and every indication goes to prove that great quan- 
tities of copper ore might be returned, as the mines are shallow, and if 
properly worked would make again some of the most productive mines in 
the county. It requires a large amount of capital to start such a concern, 
as the whole must (or ought to be) worked by one company, and as one 
undertaking. The next copper-bearing district I refer to is the Wheal 
Towan, or Tywarnhaile district, in the western part of the parish of St. 

es. Tywarnhaile Mine was formerly worked by the Messrs. Williams, 

of Scorrier, at great profit, and has since changed hands several times. 

The last party raised and sold copper amounting to 70,000/., without sink- 

ing the mine one inch, or even seeing the bottom of the engine-shaft; such 

an instance cannot be found again in the history of Cornish mining. The 

lodes in Tywarnhaile are large and productive, and as they have produced 

such quantities of ore at a comparative shallow depth, there is every rea- 

son to expect greater quantities at deeper points. ‘The bottom levels never 

looked so well as when operations ceased. I hear that this important mine 

is again likely to resume working, and I know of no speculation equal to it, 

if conducted in a proper manner. I am not giving my own opinion of this 
entirely, but the opinion of most of the respectable agents in Cornwall. 
The Duchy officials are very anxious to see it again working, and have 
offered exceeding liberal terms—to let the mine free of dues until it pays. 
Great Wheal Charlotte is another mine in this district which ought to be 
better known. ‘This mine was formerly worked by the late Capt. J. Oats, 
of Roseinvale, and, like everything he touched, was teeming in riches: 
eventually the main lode was heaved by a slide, which caused the suspen- 
sion of the mine. It was again worked by another company south of the 
former workings, and raised large quantities of rich copper ore, but, through 


in use, and their action as efficient and as expeditious. 

There cannot be a doubt but that if coal oil could be obtained cheaply 
enough, its use as fuel for steamers and for the production of illuminating 
gas would very soon be generally adopted. The advantages that would 
accrue from such an application are too numerous to be touched upon here. 
By my plan I quite expect to be able, in a reasonable period, to reduce 
the cost of crude coal oil from 6/. 6s. per ton (the present price of that dis- 
tilled in this district) to 25s. per ton. Of course, some time will elapse 
before I can induce the alteration of present coking-ovens; but I believe 
it is only a question of time. 

As a coal oil distiller, it has for a long time been apparent to me that 
the present system of obtaining coal oil by distillation in retorts is not the 
correct one, when the vast quantities of gaseous matter hourly evolved from 
coking-ovens is allowed to go to waste, as it is. Several attempts have 


| been made to collect and condense these gases from coking-ovens, but they 


all have failed, from the fact that they all more or less permitted combus- 
tion to occur in the ovens, whereas in my ovens and my process distilla- 
tion and combustion are recognised as two different things. The charges 
in ovens, when undergoing distillation, produce oil. These charges, after 
distillation, being allowed to ignite, get converted into proper coke, and 
the heat generated by the combustion of these distilled charges is made 
the agent for the distillation of the charges in other ovens. 

I have great pleasure in handing you complete specifications and draw- 
ings of two ovens, which will enable you to more clearly understand the 
arrangement. Should you deem the foregoing sufficiently important to 
occupy a place in your next I would be glad if you would insert it, the 
notice inserted in last week’s Journal being vague.

TRANSATLANTIC TELEGRAPHY. 


Sir,—Reference has been made in the Journal within the past few 
weeks to an improved compound for insulating telegraphic conductors, and 
which is described as being especially applicable to the construction of a 
deep-sea cable to connect the Old World with the New. Observing it stated 
that this compound is superior to every other, I took the opportunity of 
attending the meeting called by Mr. Macintosh, so that I might examine 
the compound and judge for myself. The compound is undoubtedly one 
of the best, if not the best, which has been brought forward; and when it 
is considered that Mr. Macintosh offers to connect the two shore ends for 
100,0002, I certainly think the experiment worth trying. I should pre- 
sume that the cable complete, as proposed by Mr. Macintosh for the deep- 
sea portion of the cable, would not cost more than 6/. per mile, at the 
most, or (say) 20,0002. for the requisite length to cross the Atlantic—this 
would leave a large margin for contingencies. The deep-sea portion be- 
ing provided, the shore ends would offer but little difficulty, and would 
not cost more than another 10,0007. This would leave 70,000/. for lay- 
ing, and as one of Capt. Selwyn’s cylinders large enough to carry the 
shore ends, as well as the deep-sea portion, could be constructed, before 
the cable is ready, for 10,000/., for I would only use about }-in. plates, well 
fastened upon the necessary circular girders, fully 50,000/. would remain 
for the remuneration of the inventors—Messrs. Macintosh and Selwyn. 
It should be provided that the inventors receive no payment whatever until 
the line is in actual work, and has been so for one month; but they should 
be furnished with the funds for constructing the cable and cylinder, and 
their out-of-pocket expenses paid if they wish to superintend tke con- 
struction.— Fed. 5. H, S. F. 


SLATE QUARRIES. 


S1r,—I only trouble you occasionally, when I think I can contribute 
something that may interest your subscribers. My last letter was inserted 
in the Journal of Jan. 6, and gave you the first information as to an ad- 
vance in the price of slates from the commencement of the present year, 
and also communicated what are the main indications of a good quarry. 
I think I can now give you information which may be useful, and asa 
prelude to it I will first describe what good slate rock is, and this, in- 
indeed, ought to have preceded my remarks on the indications of a good 
quarry, because if the rock is not good in itself it is really wasting more 
and more money the greater the number of galleries that may be opened. 

There are two main divisions of slate rock—the Cambrian and the 
Silurian. ‘Khe names Cambria and Siluria were given by Cassar on his 
invasion of Great Britain—the name of Cambria to North Wales, and of 
Siluria to the two English counties of Hereford and Monmouth, and the 
three South Wales counties of Radnorshire, Brecknockshire, and Glamor- 
ganshire. With these territorial divisions of Cambria and Siluria before 
us, it is curious that the terms Cambrian and Silurian have become the 
generic names of two different kinds of slate; and equally as curious to 
find that Cambrian slate, as a general rule, is considered good, and that 
you can cast no greater discredit on slate than by calling it Silurian. 

| ‘The former is hard and durable, the latter soft and perishable. From 
this distinction arises the very great—nay, excessive—demand that exists 
for the roofing slates of North Wales (Cambria). 

In North Wales the great deposit of slate has been found to exist in 
the closest contiguity to its two highest mountains—Snowdon in Carnar- 
vonshire, and Cader Idris in Merionethshire. Within two miles of the 


| foot of Snowdon we find the great quarries of Assheton Smith at Llan- 


beris, and within four miles the still greater Penrhyn Quarries of the 
Hon. Col. Pennant, and within a few miles of Cader Idris the late Lord 
Palmerston’s quarries, &c. 

‘The great Cambrian slate vein runs always, with the variation of a few 
degrees, north-east and south-west. Both of the above quarries lie to the 
north-east of Snowdon, and contain beds of slate of different colours. At 
Llanberis they have blue and red veins, and at the Penrhyn Quarries 
green, blue, and red. For several years past a very extensive vein (from 
250 to 300 yards wide) all blue has been systematically worked on the 
south-west side of Snowdon, and of which it has been reported by one of 
the most eminent quarry managers that the slate is equal to any in Wales, 
being very strong, durable, and capable of bearing any heat, even in the 
hottest climates; that it is a uniform blue, and free from spots, with ex- 
cellent cleavage; that the rock produces slates of best quality within 6 6r 
7 yards of the surface, in consequence of the peat, &c., by which it is 
overlaid; that it can be worked to the depth of fifteen galleries, on natural 
levels and with natural drainage; and that it can with advantage employ 
a great number of men, as is adopted at the large quarries of Penrhyn 
and Llanberis, gradually proceeding to produce the same results from the 
same number of workmen, &c.

Then let the 
bankers be the hypothecators of your produce, giving you an advance on your ores 
until you can agree for price with the smelter; or let the bankers’ agent sell the ores, 
giving you the balance it produces. In this way miners would have a voice in the sale 
of their produce, and there is every encouragement to take thisstep. No doubt smelters 
and their agents will extol their position as regards foreign ores—will tell you they can 
do without our native ores; but do not believe them, they cannot do without our ores, 
Where could tin enough be got without Cornwall? And, as for copper, they cannot do 
without oar native ores. The smelters can neither get the quantity required nor the 
quality without their aid. Indeed, miners have nothing to fear; it is in their power 
to exterminate the old system of marketing, and properly protect their property, making 
mining a safe and profitable investment. But let me not forget the work people—the sons 
and daughters of toil. Would you ask why they are so badly paid? I answer, this in 
a great measure is owing to the system of mining. Most mines are prosecuted under- 
ground by what is called tutwork, or at 80 much money per fathom. Now, suppose 
there are six men to drive an end or level; these men well understand that, although 
they have so much per fathom, they must get but so much money in a month (say) 
81., and hundreds of them do not get 50s, The consequence is, that if the workmen 
strike a plece of soft ground they must lay nearly idle—they must not do more than will 
realise the above sum. If, then, the amount of work done produces 10 tons of ore, the 
amoont of work that could have been done would yield, perhaps, 20 tonsof ore. Besides, 
the expenses are going on at the surface, whether you raise 10 or.20 tons of ore. This 
system makes the men poor, and ofttimes makes a mine poor that might have been 
rich. In conclusion, I advise miners and those interested to agitate for an alteration in 
the system of miningand marketing the ores, and should success attend their endeavours 
to amend the system they will confer @ benefit on the county in particular, and to the 
country generally.— Battersea, Feb.6. —-— Joun Tomas.

S1r,—I advise your readers to exercise all their influence and power to 
procure, from Parliament, effect to the following right:—County vote to 
every shareholder in every company, deriving 40s. per annum income from 
any variety of product of subsoil as well as of soil: 40s, per annum from 
lands in fee give still the feudal franchise. My present object is to indi- 
cate the extent of that right to every individual who, by a grant of any 
nature or character, is empowered to possess himself or themselves of the diverse ma- 
terials of, in, on, or under rock, land, and water, and to dispose of the same absolutely, 
as being the property of the grantee, proprietary, procurers, producers, &c. Refer to 
your list of companies getting and selling minerals, and refer to “ The Pablic Companies 
Directory ” for proprietaries procuring and selling other materials of territorial character, 
&c., and it will be seen, and must be admitted, that all such proprietaries are severally 
entitled to county registry for representation parliamentary. This right is but a just 
accompaniment to the Limited Liability Act for promoting and protecting association 
mining and like industrial undertakings. It is too absurd to assume objections to this 
kind of qualification. Polity and equity require that the non-residential proprietary in- 
dustrial should, for their possession, investment, and contribution to the State purpose 
and progress, be on political equality with the residential proprietary and with any other 
labourer, who is to have the right of vote for his 6/. per annum rent only of habitation 
of any super-tenure or character. Be true and unite, for the right to which I invite, 
Pat the point in Parliament, and you must succeed on it.

The present number will be perused with great pleasure, and it will be 
found, as might have been anticipated from the Introduction by the Editor, 
and from the array of contributors, in No. 1, that the different industrial 
resources receive that elucidation and advocacy they so eminently de- 
serve. ‘he subject of Mining occupies a considerable portion of the vo- 
lume, and the ability exhibited shows what discrimination the Editor displays in fami- 
liarising so difficult a subject to strangers or prejudiced individuals. 

After showing that the sales of copper ores from Devon and Cornwall for the quarter 
ending Dec., 1865, amounts to 197,775/. 3s. 6d., he says :— 

“ These indisputable facts, though they have no positive bearing on Irish mining in- 
dustry, have so relatively, proving the enormous revenue derived by two English coun- 
ties only from their copper mines. Be it remembered, also, one fifteenth part of the 
above amount, or more than 13,1002. goes into the land proprietors’ pockets, without 
effort, or the expenditure of one shilling, on their part, for copper ore alone, entirely 
irrespective of the tin or lead raised therewith.” 

If this be not an argumentum ad hominem we Go not know what can be deemed one. 
Again, after stating the sales of copper at Swansea of Irish ores un Jan. % 1866, and at 
Redruth on the 11th of thesame month, as well as comparing the previous similar sales, 
he gives these conclusive remarks :— 

“ We insert the above tables to demonstrate the trath of the statements made by the 
various writers in the Irish Industrial Magazine on the capabilities of the Irish copper 
mines, and the surprising value of their ores in comparison with the average of British 
produce. By looking over these statistics, it will be found that we have selected sales 
of only two days’ difference in point of time; therefore, no very great change in price 
scan be supposed to have affected the market values. It will also be seen that we quote 
the results, in a condensed form, of the preceding sales, presenting very nearly the same 
values. Amongst the Swansea sales the only Irish mines represented are the Berehaven 
and the Ballycummisk, the ores of which yield 104 percent., and 8/. 18s. per ton; 
whilst the averages of Devon and Cornwa!! only come up to 5% per cent., and 47, 15s, 
per ton. On making a further comparison it will be seen that the prices of Irish ores 
are nearly double those of Devon and Cornwall; whilst the richest copyer ores in the 
world only exceed the Irish in averages by one-third. Beit remembered also that these 
foreign ores are wrougbt at a great cost, and entail a large outlay by way of freight. 
We think we could not more forcibly or effectively illustrate the high value of Irish 
copper mining industry, where practised, and this must prove more satisfactory than 
any scientific or theoretieal conclusions could do, that mines in Ireland have a fair 
chance of proving profitabla at great depths, when managed with skill and energy, and 
by judiciously selected directers and officers.—N.B. Berehaven and Ballycummisk are 
the deepest copper mines in Iretand, thus disproving the false theory that the copper 
does not hold in depth.” 

We think stolidity itself would be convinced of the trath of the Editor’s opinions; 
and well indeed would it be for Ireland had she many such able expositionists of her 
mining capabilities. 

An excellent and elaborate report of the mines in the property of Lord Bandon in the 
county of Cork has been forwarded by the Hon. H. B. Bernard, M.P., so that we per- 
ceive the value of Irish mines is beginning to be discovered and appreciated in high 
quarters. We hail with glee such sympt ; their apr , too, in the “ Irish In- 
dustrial” augurs well for its own as well as for the national weil being. An excellent 
paper by Mr. Brenton Symons, containing strictures on the paucity of mining demon- 
strations in the late Dublin International Exhibition, will be read with interest. Mr. 
George Henwood contributes “ Household Maxims,” and “ Episodes in Mining Life,” 
in his well-known manner. Fiax Calture is most ably and practically treated. Joint 
Stock Companies and Industrial Progress have each a long and talented paper devoted 
to them from pens of nqordinary calibre. A curiously titled, but not the less lucid 
and valuable, mass of information will be found in “* Wealth in Exhaustion— Wealth 
in Accumulation.” No less than 26 pages of tabulated statistics, combining almost 
every branch of industry, railway receipts and dividends, prices and variations ip stocks, 
form a mass of information seldom ever attempted in a serial. 

We cannot close our observations without commenting on the opening paper, in which 
the Editor takes “‘ Reflections on the Progress of Irish Industrial Pursuits during the 
Year 1865.” After touching on an immense variety of subjects, he concludes :— 

“ We think we have now taken a tolerably full—we feel persuaded a calm and just— 
view of the subject we purposed to treat on: we have great pleasure to express our opi- 
nion that for the future Ireland has everything to hope, and little to fear, for her na- 
tional industries.” 

That opinion will be generally endorsed; and if the “ Industrial Magazine ” continues 
to follow the good work as the two first numbers give evidence of doing, the serial will 
meet the reward it will so eminently merit. Those who have not yet read the work 
should take the earliest opportunity of doing so, that they may form their own judg- 
ment of its value,

Tue Lonpon’Association or ForeMEN Encrneers.—The ordinary 
monthly meeting of members took place on Saturday, Mr. Joseru New- 
TON, President, in the chair, On this occasion the annual balance-sheet 
was produced, and it was of a most satisfactory character.

The paper was well received, and the debate following it was 
sustained with great spirit by Messrs, Stabler, Irvine, Hedley, Taylor, Haughton, the 
Chairman, and others, the lateness of the hour finally closing it for the evening. The 
paper for the March meeting will have for its subject “ The Various Modes of Smelting 
Iron, and their Results,” the writer being Mr. J. M. Oubridge. 

Tue ASSOCIATION FOR THE PREVENTION OF STEAM-BoILER Exrpto- 
sions.—At the monthly meeting of this Association, held at the offices, 
Corporation-street, Manchester, on Jan. 30, Mr. William Fairbairn, C.E., 
(President), in the chair, Mr. L. E. Fletcher, chief engineer, in his report 
said that, during the last month 252 engines have been examined, and 388 boilers, as 
well as one of the latter tested by hydraulic pressure, Of the boiler examinations, 274 
have been external, 5 internal, and 109 entire. In the boilers examined, 103 defects 
have been discovered, 8 of those defects being dangerous. Another case of furnace 
crowns being injured through over-heating has been met with, which would have been 
prevented by the adoption of a self-acting feed back-pressure valve, and by the feed in- 
let being fixed above the level of the furnace crowns. Since thts subject has been already 
gone into, we need only to point out that the present is an additional case of injury 


fore, affords an additional argoment for attention to them. A most important case of 
external corrosion took place at the bottom of a boiler set on a midfeather, and imme- 
diately where in contact with the brickwork. The extent of the injury, as is frequently

Not one of the boilers in 
question was under the charge of this association. 

An explosion, to which reference may be made, is one of those that will constantly re- 
| cur so long as steam users continue boilers in work with ill-shaped furnace tubes, and 
persist in the neglect of the simple precaution of having these tubes strengthened with 
encircling hoops, flanged seams, or by other suitable means. This explosion took place 
|atamine. The boiler, which was not under the charge of this association, was of the 
| Cornish class, having a single furnace tube, and being internally-fired. Its length was 
28 feet, and its diameter in ths shell 5 fees 9 inches. The diameter of the furnace tube 
is not so easily given, since it wes of the most irregular shape. At the front end it 
| measured 4 feet vertically by 3 feet 9 inches horizontally. Midway in its length these 
proportions were reversed, its height being 3 feet 9 inches, and its width 4 feet, while 
at the back end it measured 3 feet 8 inches vertically, and 3 feet 10 Inches horizontaliy.- 
There was not any part of the tube within at least 1 inch of the true circle, while there 
were other places more than 4 inches out of shape. The thickness of the plates was 
about % inch to 7-16ths inch, while the pressure of the steam at the time of the explo- 
sion is reported not to have exceeded 20 lbs. per square inch. The farnace tube col- 
| lapsed from end to end, but it was at the middle of its length, where its width had ex- 

ceeded its height by 3 inches, that the collapse appeared to have commenced, and where 
| the greatest amount of depression took place, the top and bottom of the tabe at that part 
being almost crushed together. It appears that this boiler had nearly collapsed on a 
| previous occasion, when it was repaired, and the furnace tube left in the distorted ard 
| thoroughly unsafe state describedabove. The fact of boiler-makers executing their work 
in this way, and being entirely ignorant of the danger that must result from it, clearly 
| shows the importance of competent periodical inspection; while this explosion is only 
| another of those, already so numerous, that would have been prevented by the adoption 
| of encircling hoops, flanged seams, water pockets, or water-tubes, attention to which, 
| although so frequently called in previous reports, it is felt to be a duty again earnestly 
to urge even at the risk of tedious repetition. 








REPORTS ON DEVONSHIRE AND CORNISH MINES. 

The large and increasing interest that is held in Cornish and Devon- 
shire mipes by the public of Glasgow has induced Prof. Grecory, C.E., 
F.G.S., to make a personal inspection of those properties in which capital 
is more particularly employed. It appears that for some time past there 
has prevailed in Glasgow a feeling of disappointment from the failure of 
some schemes, from the delay in the realisation of the hopes regarding 
others,and from a want of regular and trustworthy information regarding many. Upon 
this point Prof. Gregory remarks that mining is proverbially speculative, so it carnot 
be a matter of surprise that success has not attended all; it alsodemands a large amount 
of patience ; this is more willingly exercised when there is full information at all times 
to be had. Under the conviction that mining in general is on the eve of a revival, and 
that several of those schemes which have been to all appearance slow in coming to an 
issue are, during the present year, to attain success, he bas been induced to make a spe- 
cial visit to those mines in which the Glasgow public are more particularly interested, 
and to state his opinion thereon. 

The first mine brought under review is the Glasgow Caradon, which it appears con- 
tains all the known valuable lodes of South Caradon and East Caradon. The sales of 
ore have amounted to about 1748 tons, realising about 60007. They are gradually in- 
creasing, although made from one shoot of ore, opended up by one end going west. 
Three-fourths of the costs are now met by the returns, and he believed the time is near 
at hand when the costs will be metand profits made. There are several points tome 
off which promise to effect this, such as the finding M‘Clare’s lode rich in the 73 when 
opened upon from the cross-course; the improved quality of the ore going west; the 
reaching by the 65 the rich shoot of ore known to have dipped from East Caradon into 
the Glasgow Caradon sett; the cutting of the caunter and the south lodes in the 78,and 
the end going east on the caunter in the 78, and he hoped also on M‘Clure’s lode; be- 
sides the discovery of a paying lode by the cross-cut north in the 65. All of these it is 
not likely will be realised, but some will, and a@ little will now carry the mine toa 
dividend-paying state. 7 

Referring to West Wheal Prosper, which is situated in the parish of Lanivet, near to 
Bodmin, the Professor informs us that this can hardly be called a mine, as the working 
is on an open face (as in a quarry), on a channel of soft rock, carrying tin from 40 to 60 
feet wide, running right across a hill. The whole of the material is taken to stamps, 
and as the clay rock is soft, when stamped to powder, it floats away in the water, while 
the heavier particles of tin remain behind. This concern should be profitable in a little 
time : this he states from the information given him by the captains of the mine, that 
Wheal Prosper, with inefficient water-stamps, and with greater charges of output, is 
realising a clear profit of 147. per ton of tin; and the Woodley Lane, on the other side, 
a clear profit of 4s. 6d. in 12, although the stuff has to be trammed one mile by horses. 
The appliances of the West Wheal Prosper are of the most modern and improved cha~ 
racter, and so satisfied are the Wheal Prosper Company of this, that they are now erect~ 
ing a steam-engine to supersede the water- wheel. 

The West Maria and Fortescue Consols Copper Mine, which is immediately contiguous 
to the Devon Great Consols, is described as containing three known lodes—the Devon 
Consols, the West Maria, and the Capel Tor—and an important cross-course running 
north and south, which promises to carry lead. The lodes have a different bearing, and 
form junctions within a short space of ground, This is a most important feature, as 
deposits of ore are generally found at such points; and, in fact, a considerable quantity 
of ore was taken from the junction of the Devon Consols and West Maria lodes above 
the 30 by a former company. They also sunk an engine-shaft 60 fms. deep, and drove 
@ considerable length of levels. A few fathoms to the north a lode called the Capel Tor 
was known to exist; it is but lately, however, that particular attention was directed to 
it. A trial shaft was run down upon it, and it was also cut by a shallow adit, and found 
to be large, and rank with mundie, interspersed with copper ore. Fresh blood was in- 
troduced into the company, and a pumping-engine and a whim-engine were erected, 
the main shaft cleared and secured to the 60,a whim-shaft put down on the lode to the 
20, cross-cuts put out from the main shaft or from old levels in the 20, 40, and 50, and 
the old works generally explored and secured. The result has been satisfactory,and the 
results in the 50 warrant the belief that as depth is attained the lodes will improve in 
quantity and quality of ore. 

The Par and St. Blazey Tin and Copper Mine is described as being situated in the 
very heart of the Fowey and Par mining district. To the south lie the West Fowey 
and the Par Consols, and to the east the Fowey Consols, the south lodes of which mine 
run through the sett. These mines have returned large quantities of tin and copper 
ores, more especially the Fowey and the Par Consols, which have paid in dividends over 
a quarter of a million sterling. The lodes in this sett run for about 300 fms. in an east 
and west direction, varying a few degress to the north and south, and making points 
of intersection. They incline to the north at different angles, thus making junctions in 
depth as well. To work this unusually promising sett the present company was formed. 
There is on the ground a complete set of offices and a new 32-in, cylinder rotatory en- 
gine for pumping. The operations are confined to the sinking of an engine-shaft from 
which to work the different lodes, and ultimately to reach a lode dipping rapidly nortb, 
which was worked by the old St. Blazey Consols Company to the shallow depth of 
30 fms.,or the perpendicular from surface. From this lode tin enough was raised to pay 
costs when the price of tin ore was only 40/. per ton, There can scarcely be a doubt 
that in depth this lode will pay profits. This young mine has many striking advan- 
tages, and if it be worked properly it is confidently expected that success will follow. 

The Prince Arthur Consols Lead Mine, which adjoins the Old Wheal Friendship about 
five miles north of Tavistock, was, we are informed, originally known as Old Wheal 

Setsy, which, during 30 years’ working, returned upwards of 190,000/, worth of silver- 
lead ores, but upon the breaking down of the machinery, in 1846, the mine was abandoned. 
The very low price of lead (then about 6/, 10s. per ton under the price of recent years), 
together with the necessity of the outlay of many thousand pounds in the erection of 
new machinery, discouraged the adventurers from resaming operations. Knowing that 
if the price of lead had then rujed as high as at present a very handsome profit would 
have been made, and understanding that good courses of lead ore were left unworked 
from the sudden breakage of the machinery, the present company was formed to work 
the property. A valaable plant of machinery for pumping, drawing, and crushing the 
ores bas been erected, and all that is necessary for the complete working of an exten- 
sive mine, except a 40-{t. wheel and a crusher, which will be soon erected, an? the lay- 
ing out of floors. As each level has been unwatered it has been examined, and a large 
portion of the lode has been found taken away—this fact speaks volumes for the future 
success of the mine, for if the old party found the ground pay for breaking when lead 
was worth 6/. 10s. per ton less than now, the present party have apparently only to ex- 
tend the levels to find ground to take away at a good profit, and this they have began 
to do in the south part of the mine. In addition to the lead lode there are cross copper 
lodes, which can be reached by cross-cuts from the deeper levels on the lead lode, and as 
these lodes are parallel to those of a rich neighbour (the Old Wheal Friendship) good 
discoveries are Jooked for. 

The Crelake Copper and Lead Mine, which is close to the town of Tavistock, is also 
favourably referred to. The chief nope, it appears, is in finding in the western ground, 
and in depth in the old ground, such courses of ore as were found up to the western 
boundary, above the 50 fm, level, where the lode valued sometimes as much as 300/. 
per fathom. No physical obstruction presents itself, and if hopes be realised it would 
be needless to suggest what the future of this mine may be, more particularly now that 
the machinery is efficient, the shaft down 116 fathoms, levels extended to che western 
bonndary, and floors in first-rate order. 

The South Chiverton Mise is described as being situated immediately to the south 
of West Chiverton. Its lodes have the normal direction of lead lodes in the county, 
and are ¢ross-course to Chiverton and West Chiverton. The two main lodes seem to 
converge and make a janction to the south on a part of the sett, which is to be worked 
as an independent mine, under the title of Wheal Lemon. The lead, as far as assayed, 
has been found to vary in silver from 60 to 130 ozs. per ton—this is very rich, but it 
is not expected the lead in depth will average so much. Before returns can be madein 
any regular quantity some months must elapse, and an engine be erected to crush and 
draw. From the character of the lode, and the proximity of the mine to West Chiver- 
ton, strong expectations are formed of it, 

The Gunnislake (Clitters Adit) Tin and Copper Mine is immediately to the west of 
the Old Gunnisiake. and to the south of the Devon Great Consols, from which it is di- 
vided by the River Tamar. The shaft is going down in whole ground below adit, and 
in a few fathoms more sinking discoveries of importance are looked for. The tinstuff 
is being returned from the part of the lodes over the adit tothe extent of about 13502. 
| per quarter, while the copper ore is increasing very materially in quantity as depth is

With sound wisdom—for which, we believe, Ethem Pasha, 
the Minister of Pablic Works, is mainly to be credited—it has been decided to intrust 
the survey not, as has hitherto been the practice, to some Hungarian, Polish, or soi-dis- 
ant “ engineer,” but to a gentleman of high scientific reputation and great practical ex- 
perience —Mr. Lennox, F.G.S., late of the Geological Survey of Jamaica. Both aa a 
geologist and chemist this gentleman has already won acknowledged rank among our 
| British savans, and his examination of the provinces to be visited will at least furnish 
| the Government with data of the highest scientific value, be the use subsequently made 

of the information what it may.— Levant Herald,

to the credit of the account. And in making up the 8000/. the committee had charged 
the amount claimed by Mr. W. Williams. He happened toknow that Mr. W. Williams, 
who, with his son held 900 shares, had very reluctantly pressed this proceeding. There-

fore, he certainly did hope that by a little negociation matters might be arranged, and 
the legal proceedings stayed. 

The SEcRETARY said that in the statement, which showed the mine to be in debt 
8000/., the whole of the expenses up to Feb. 6 were included. ——Mr. E. Cooke thought 
it would be much more satisfactory if the committee were to state to the shareholders 
the course they would recommend should be adopted. 

The CHarRMAN said the committee would rather, in the first place, hear the opinion 
of the shareholders, because it was the wish of the committee not to influence in any 
way the decision of the meeting. ——Mr. Jsrrrys said that, taking all circumstances 
into consideration, and seeing that to continue operations there would necessarily incur a 
large expenditure, he was decidedly of opinion that the mine should be forthwith 
abandoned.——Mr. Lirrie did not expect much benefit from the mine so long as it was 
managed as at present. 

Mr. J. Micuaet Wit1aMs said that shareholders should recollect that they had ex- 
pended a large amount in machinery—that they had, indeed, expended 19s. out of the 
20s., and that by the expenditure of the other 1s. such discoveries might be made as 
would amply repay them for their outlay, while if they now determine to abandon the 
operations the shareholders would have little or nothing repaid tothem. Such was his 
opinion of the property, thut he should be very glad to pay his proportion of the cost 
for another twelve months. 

Mr. E. Cooke thought that, as the committee declined to state what course they re- 
commended, they might, probably, answer the question whether they considered the 
prospects of the mine fully warranted a farther deveiopment. He could not refrain 
from remarking that had his suggestion been adopted at the last meeting of making a 
call the company would not now have been in its present condition. 

The CuairMAN thought that question had better not be referred to, because it would 
necessarily bring forth remarks from himself.——Mr. Litre could not understand how 
it was that at the last meeting there was a balance of only 2/. 14s. against the com- 
pany, while at the present time the accounts showed a debit balance of 8000/.——The 
CHAIRMAN said that since the last meeting there had been no returns.——Mr. LitTLe 
did not think that would account for the present large debit balance. —~The CHAIRMAN 
said the management of the mine really devolved upon two local gentlemen. 

The SEcRETARY said, in justice to those two gentlemen, he felt bound to state that they 
had nothing whatever to do with the financial of the y.

the day of the meeting, while the 
costs were not—that had been the plan adopted since the commencement of the mine, 
and when it was brought to his office the shareholders did not think fit to alter it. 

Mr. Litre said the fact was their present position had to a very great extent been 
brought about by the arbitrary and impolitic interference on the part of a member of the 
committee. By that interference the company had in many ways positively lost money, 
as might have been expected, seeing that the party interfering knew nothing whatever 
of the business with which he interfered. For instance, stocks of tin instead of having 
been sold when ready for sale had been kept, although its value in the market was 
gradually becoming less.——Mr. Brown (a member of the committee) did not think it 
exactly right that the committee should be upbraided for endeavouring to economise 
the expenditure and to obtain as much as possible for the returns. 

The CuarkMAN said that if this discussion—which was altogether extraneous to the 
object for which the meeting was convened—were continued he should be compelled to 
make a reply.——Mr. Brown said that since the shareholders had decided that all the 
supplies should be tendered for, certain merchants in Cornwal!, who had hitherto snp- 
plied the mine with thousands of pounds worth of materials, were sorely chagrined ; 
but all he could say was that since the materials were tendered for they had been ob- 
tained at very much cheaper rates. 

After some farther di it was suggested that the committee should state their 
opinion upon the question before the meeting, whereapon— 

The CuarrMaN sald that the London portion of the committee held nearly one-fourth 
part of the mine, and they were strongly disposed in favour of the abandonment of it, 
if for no other reason than they were in litigation with some of the merchants, and that 
they were pressed by the lords for dues that had not long been due. Under those cir- 
cumstances, on behalf of the committee, he was fully disposed to recommend that the 
committee be authorised to wind-up the company, and to take the necessary steps to 
surrender the existing setts to the grantors. 

The SecrRETaRY said that there must be a special meeting held for the purpose of 
confirming that resolution if it were passed now, so that in the meantime each share- 
holder would have a full opportunity of duly weighing the matter, and of giving the 
result of his vote.——The CHAIRMAN, replying to questions, stated thal to clear off the 
debit balance would require a cali of 2/. per share upon the large shares, and 8s. per 
share upon the smail shares. 

The SECRETARY mentioned that in the debit of 8000/. the materials and plant were 
not valued.——Mr. Litre had a very great doubt whether the resolution just read by 
the Chairman was not contrary to the Stannaries laws.——The SEcRETARY sald it was 
in strict accordance with the recommendation received by the committee. 

The CHAIRMAN then proposed the resolution, which was seconded by Mr. JerrRys.— 
Upon this being put to the meeting, there appeared eleven hands in its favour, and two 
against it.——Mr. J. M. Writitams said that he wished to propose an amendment tothe 
effect that he objected to authorise the committee to wind up the company, and to sur- 
render the setts, but that the shares be relinquished in the customary way. 

The CHatRMaN said that amendment could not be put, as the resolution had been 
carried, but he thought it might be entered as a protest. ——-Mr. Brown suggested that 
it should be brought forward at the next meeting. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. Waite, seconded by Mr. Brown, it was uanimously re- 
solved that a special meeting be held on Feb. 16 for the parpose of confirming or other- 
wise the above resolution. A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceed- 
ings. 

GLASGOW CARADON CONSOLIDATED COPPER MINING 

COMPANY (LIMITED). 

The sixth general meeting of shareholders was held on Monday, at the 
Religious Institution Rooms, Glasgow, to receive the report of the di- 
rectors, and to elect three directors in the room of those retiring. Mr. 
ALEXANDER Harvey, of Govanhaugh, occupied the chair, and there was 
a@ numerous attendance. 

The Secretary (Mr. David Dunlop) having read the notice calling 
the meeting, 

Mr. T. C. Grecory (engineer of the company) read a report of the 
work done during the past year, and of the nature and objects of the 
work in progress. The report concluded as follows:— 


“In reviewing the operations of the past year, it must be admitted that our hope of 
carrying the mine to a dividend state ere this has nof been realise!. This has been 
occasioned not from any falling off in the quantity or quality of the ore, but from the 
unfortanately hard nature of the ground to be traversed, and the long-continaed low- 
ness of the standard, I am happy, however, to be able to point to the steady increase 
in the returns, which have been improving since last August at the rate of 100/, each 
sale of two months. Three-fourths of the costs are now met out of the retarns; and I 
belleve the time is near at hand when the costs will be met and profits made. There 
are several points to come off which promise to effect this—such as the finding M’Clure’s 
lode rich at the 78 when opened upon from the cross-course, the improved quality of 
the ore going west, the reaching by the 65 the rich shoots of ore known to have dipped 
from East Caradon into the Glasgow Caradon sett, the cutting of the caunter and the 
south lode at the 78, and the end going east in the caunter at the 78, and in M’Clure’s 
lode also, I hope; besides the discovery of a paying lode in the cross-cut, north at the 
65. All these will not likely be realised, but some will; and little will now carry the 
mine to a dividend state.” In addition to his report, Mr. Gregory gave some interest- 
ing verbal explanations to the meeting. 

The Secretary then read a report by Capt. W. Taylor, which concluded as follows :— 
* Doubtiess some of the shareholders feel disappointed at the delay in arriving at pro- 
fitadle results. In this I, to some extent, participate, yet, on the whole, notwithstand- 
ing the mine has taken longer to open ont than calculated on, the prospects were never 
more cheering than at present. The caunter lode at the 78 will soon be intersected and 
The 65 
west is just now into the run of better quality ore ground. In fact, the pushing of these 
three levels (52, 65, and 78 west) under the valley,and up to the boundary of East 
Caradon, will, doubtless, open up valuable ground that will take years to work out, and 
should leave good profits to the shareholders. We have sampled and sold since the last 
meeting 899 tons of eopper ore, realising 2945/. Unfortunately, the ore was sold when 
the standard for copper was unprecedentedly low, or the amount would have been much 
larger. The quality of the ores is improving, as will be seen by the last sale, which 
realised 635/., and we have now getting ready to sample on the 12th inst. from 150 to 
160 tons of, I hope, rather better quality than the last.” 

The SecreTarRY also read the sixth annual report of the directors, which was as fol- 
lows :—* During the past year the operations at the mine have been carried on with 
the utmost vigour. The sinking of the shaft has been continued, and a cross-cut is now 
being driven at the 78, which has recently intersected M‘Ciure’s lode, and is now being 
extended as rapidiy as possible to cut the caunter. The 65, on the caunter lode, has 
been slow for progress, owing to ahard and troublesome piece of ground having been 
met with. From the recent report of the agent, however, there is reason to believe that 
a better channel of ground is nearly reached, when, judging from appearances in the level 
above and winze sank below it, not only wii! the progress be more speedy, but ore found in 
greater abundance, and of mach betterqauality.

The directors have, therefore, been cautious in ex- 
pressing themselves in this report; bat they may venture the remark that, whilst at 
the least the expectations they hold out are likely to be realised, it is by no means im- 
probable that the company will ere long accomplished much greater results.

The 10,000 new shares created 
at last general meeting were offered pro rata among the shareholders. Of these 8627 
were allocated, 1373 being still in the hands of the directors.

Mr. Biackie suggested that some remuneration should be given to the directors for 
their services during the past, and for what they would have to do in the futare.

From Mr. James Crorrs:—In resuming the pen to comment on the 
aspect and condition of the markets for mining and other speculative shares, the writer 
cannot conceal his regret at the downward tendency of the metal markets, tin and cop- 
per, and exceptionally, lead. When the imbroglio took place between Spain and the re- 
public of Chili, the general conviction was that the event was favourabie not only to a 


great, but a continuous rise in copper. The advance took place accordingly, but the 


inferences upon which it was based proving unsound, a reaction was not long in mani- 


feasting itself, and for the last five or six weeks there has been a continuous fall in the 
price of copper, and the ore thereof. Tin, also, bid fairto find an extended market after 
the settlement of the American war, and, until last week, kept advancing, when there 
was a fall of about 4/. perton. The decline in the value of lead is almost unimportant, 
and not likely to be permanent. If an endeavour were made to account for this state of 
things, the cause would be found mainly in the high value of money, which, although 
not acting direct upon the smeiters of ores, has a depressing effect upon consumers, in 
checking speculative transactions, The result of the actual state of things is to convert 
the mining market into a buying rather than a selling one, the only exception, originat- 
ing In peculiar circumstances, being such as have affected the shares in CLIFFORD 
AMALGAMATED, which from about 23/7, or 241. (a recent price) have fallen to 14/. and 
14/1. 108. Add to which that the adjoining mines, St. Day Unrrep, are either or, it is 
actually stated, will be suspended working, and it is even asserted that the stoppage of 
these extensive mines by an accumulation of water in Clifford, will seriously interfere 
with its working, In the present number of the Journal, no doubt, this question will 
be fully discussed, which discussions may influence the value of Clifford shares either 
way. It would be a heavy biow to Cornish interests if one of their mines, producing & 
quantity of ore next to that of the Devon Consols, should take rank, even temporarily, 
among doubtfal concerns, of which there are too many already. Turning from this 
state of things to some new elements of business which have lately slid into the mining 
merket, the writer notices with great pleasure and satisiaction the success of the HoLLY- 
BusH Coat Company, in the absorption of the shares by a discriminating public. An-

St. Day Unitep Mines are under a cloud just now, as well as being under 
water. The great influx of water from an unknown source during the past month has 
placed the company in a difficult position, and to extricate themselves a call of at least

call, as there was a debit balance—if everything were charged up fairly—of some 5000/.

The Torrent cross-cut, east and west, made a little progress also last month, and the 
ends are taken again at 150 and 130 frs. respectively. Inthe western end we expect to 
meet with a lode shortly. The end driving on the Filone Gotlieb advanced 9°40 metres

At the mines of Traversella, in Savoy, magnets revolving on a wheel 
are used to pick up the powdered ore, leaving the copper pyrites behind. 

The public lands sold in Spain during the month of January produced 
one-half more than the upset prices, The number of lots sold was 2124, and the total 
proceeds amounted to 398,000/.

Great Scarcity or CoaLt.—The weekly consumption of coal in the 
mines of Cornwall is something enormous. Anything, therefore, that interferes with 
the regular supply of this absolutely indispensable article causes grave apprehension in 
the mining districts. The heavy and continuous gales we have had during the past 
six weeks have, it may be naturally supposed, interfered with the regular arrival of 
vessels from the Welsh ports; and uuless a speedy change should take place a famine, 
as far as the necessary fuel is concerned, is at the present moment really imminent. 
Correspondents teil us of the great scarcity now prevailing at Devoran, where the im- 
ports are usually on a very large scale. Coals bad become so scarce that parties had to 
go out of their usual course, and have a quantity forwarded by rail from Falmouth to 
Perranwell Station, thence to be hauled tothe Gwennapand other mines. On the north 
coast, at St. Agnes, they have scarcely any supply; at Portreath there is scarcely a 
month’s supply; and at Hayle there is little or no mining coal. On the south coast, at 
Penzance, the stock may be said to be almost exhausted. Within the port of Traro 
there may, probably, be about 2500 house and 3000 tons of mining coal; but not more. 
At Falmouth, about 1000 tons of house coal; and at Penryn, about the same quantity. 
At Gweek they are tolerably well off; but at Porthleven there is scarcely any mining 
coal, Altogether, the supply is inadequate for the immense demand, now almost 
doubled in consequence of the flooding of the mines from the immense quantity of rain 
which has lately fallen. 

Tue Forceries or Mine TRANsFeERS.—Mr. Permewan has been com- 
mitted to iake his trial on the different charges preferred against him; his solicitor 
deciding to reserve the defence until the case is brought before the Central Criminal 
Court. There had been so much excitement occasioned by the successive discoveries 
of forgeries of share transfers as to give great interest, amongst gentlemen connected 
with mines, to the case which has just beer heard at the Mansion House. We do not 
wish to suggest or imply any conclusion with regard to the present charges ; the case 
has to be heard and decided in acourt of justice; but we do most strongly urge that 
steps should be taken by the mining interest—and that immediately—in order to 
render forgeries of share transfers in fature impossible. Whilst we are writing, we 
hear that another transfer forgery has been discovered, the shares amounting to the 
value of 1007. The facility indeed with which the act can be successfully committed 
renders it a matter of surprise that numerous forgeries had not been perpetrated in 
years gone by; and unless some means be now adopted for the prevention of such 
forgeries, a great degree of distrust will be felt by the public with regard to the safety 
of mining property. We believe that some pursers are careful now to ascertain the 
bona fide nature of transfers before they accept and register them. But this is not of 
itself sufficient. There should be a generally recognised and established alteration 
and amendment of the present loose and unsafe system; a plan adopted by which

The result of the last quarterly accounts, recently audited, of the principal mines work- 
ing in the St. Just district shows the extreme depression that the mining interest still 
labours under, and which at present shows no symptom of improvement. It will be 
found, on examining the above statistics, that the nine most extensive mines working 
in St. Just have sold during the quarter 595 tons of tin and copper ore, which realised 
a total sum of 21,112/7., and, in making these returns, have actually sustained a loss in 
doing so of 11157, These unsatisfactory results have occurred notwithstanding the 
great. care and economy used, and the absence of any new works being carried out be- 
yond those necessary for the regular working of the wines. We have not been able to 
collect the details of the working of the Pendeen Consols and St. Just United Mines, 
which are both conducted under London management; but both these are reported to 
be at present working at a monthly loss. During the past two or three weeks there 
have been three reductions in the price of tin. The price of the best quality tin ore 
now raised in St. Just is about 58/. 10s. per ton; this is within 27. 10s. per ton of the 
lowest price obtained during the American war—a period of intense depression with

Wales coal fields and Birkenhead, the Great Western Railway direc- 
tors have determined to take such steps as will insure the making of 
the South Wales and Great Western direct line between Wootton Bassett 
and the South Wales coal districts, crossing the Severn near Chepstow by 
a high level bridge, as originally proposed by Mr. Hamilton Fulton, the 
engineer, by which the distance between London and those coal fields will 
be reduced by 24 miles, and the line having only first-rate gradients, a 
ton of coals can be profitably conveyed, it is said, at the rate of jd. per 
ton per mile, which for a run from the Aberdare coal field to London, the 
shortened distance being 148 miles, by Mr. Fulton’s line, would be 4s. 9d. 
per ton, and 9s. being the cost of the best household coal at the pit’s mouth, 
would bring up the wholesale price of the coals at the London terminus 
to about 14s. per ton. For the further development of the South Wales 
coal traffic, we see with satisfaction that the Central Wales, and the London 
Worcester, and South Wales (Deviation) Railway bills have this week 
complied with the Standing Orders. 


Rating oF Mrnes.—In the House of Commons, on Thursday, Mr. Cave 
gave notice that on an early day he would ask the President of the Poor 
Law Board whether he intends bringing in a Bill during this Session for 
the rating of all mines to the relief of the poor.

Mrxineé tn IRELAND is likely to receive a great impetus daring the 
present year, preliminaries and arrangements being nearly completed 
which will, when announced officially, take the mining world by sur- 
prise. It is pleasing to find such a feeling displaying itself, as it shows 
a confidence in the state of things in that country, notwithstanding the 
nsane Fenian movement. It also is a sure sign that Ireland’s mineral 
wealth is at length beginning to forceconviction. It will only be for such 
successes as have lately been recorded to be repeated a few times to create 
a decided furor in favour of such adventures. The English would cor- 
dially welcome and assist any vigorous and legitimate specalation, well 
knowing that in Ireland there is an ample field for a large capital to be 
beneficially and advantageously laid out. 





Tue Axsgstous AND SutpHurovus Ore Repuction Company.—The 
works of this company are situate near the Perranwell Station, on the Corn- 
wall Railway, and consist of several furnaces and a large number of sub- 
liming-chambers, so that they are apparently in every way fitted for the 
working of the process the property of the company ; they are not, however, restricted 
to their present area, as it is easily possible to enlarge them to four times their present 
size. For the present, however, the company only propose to make such alterations as 
shall give them the power of producing 1000 tonsa of arsenic in the year. Running 
into the works there is a stream of water large enough and constant enough to work a 
‘water- wheel equal to the grinding of twice the quantity it is proposed to produce. Ar- 
senic has been produced at these works for many years past, both by the late firm of 
Balkwiil and Co. and others, while :hé firm referred to, which is now merged into this 
company, succeeded in cisposing «: about 500 tons per annum. Hitherto it bas been 
the practice to obtain from the burning-houses where the ore has been worked the 
* soot,” and from this the arseni: has been produced by its being exposed t» heat ina 
farnace. The new process, however, admits of the arsenic being got from the ores direct 
as they sre received from the ouines,and this it appears can be done at a much less cost 
than by the old method. 





M. Perrott has communicated to the Academy of Sciences at Paris an 
account of his apparatus for producing very high temperature by means of 


coal gas mixed with atmospheric air. He unites a certain number of 
Bunsen’s burners, so that their flames may form a single band of flame 
without penetrating each other, and thus obtains a column of heated gas, 
of intense calorific power, in such a position that its energy may be readily 
controlled. Into this he introduces air in such a manner that as little heat 
as possible shall be lost. With an apparatus consuming two cubic metres of 
gas per hour, he states that he has been able to melt 670 grammes of silver, 
and in 30 minutes to melt and run out into bars a kilogramme of copper. 





Coprer Ore Roasting—Sutpucric Actip.—We extract the following 
from an abie lecture, delivered in Edinburgh last week to the members of 
the Scottish Royal Society of Arts, by Dr. Stevenson MacAdam :— 

The large amount of sulphar which is burned off from metallic ores in Swansea and 
elsewhere, and which escapes into the atmosphere as salphurous acid, and thereafter 
becomes, in part at least, salphuric acid, has recently called forth the attention of scien- 
tific and practical men. In the neighbourhood of works discharging such sulphurous 
smoke the ground is barren, scarcely any vegetation can be seen for miles, and even 
high chimney stalks are of little avail, as they merely carry away the suiphurous 
smoke, and distribute it over a wider and more distant area. One extensive firm of 
copper meiters discharge in tris manner into the atmosphere about 1000 tons of sul- 
pharic acid every week, and it is estimated that annually there are burned off from the 
copper ores worked {n Swansea about 70,000 tons of sulphar, of the value of 455,0001., 
and which might produce no jess than upwards of 210,000 tons of sulpharic acid, of the 
strength of oll of vitriol. Many of the manufactories of sulphuric acid have begun to 
use the copper ore as a source of sulphar, and thereafter hand over the roasted ore to the 
copper smelter at Swansea. The raw ore contains about 50 per cent. of sulphur, and 
when roasted there is only left about 4 or 5 percent. The ore is obtained in large 
quantities from the Guadiana River, Fort Formosa, in Portagal, from mines which were 
worked by the Romans, and itis used extensively for making sulphuric acid in London, 
Newcastle, Bristol, and other places. This is an excellent instance of the successful 
and economic employment of a material in the arts and manafactures which was till 
lately, and in many places still is,a nuisance over extensive tracts of country. The 
smoke in a very modified condition occurs in all large towns where mach coal is burned, 
and especially in manafactaring towns, where the coal !s often of inferior quality. In 
such towns, by the mere burning of the sulphur in the coals, many gallons of sulphuric 
acid mast be formed, and In rainy weather be washed down on the people.

In the various presidencies, 
bat especially in Beoga! and Central India, its assistants have thoroughly investigated 
and mapped out an area more than twice that of Great Britain, or 185,000 miles. 

The Larcest Marine Steam-Cycinper ever cast has been turned 
out successfully by John Roach and Son, at the Etna Ironworks, New York City. It is 
112 inches in diameter, and 12 ft. bore, and is for the new steamer Bristol, building for 
Sound service. This triamph of American skill gives but another proof of our advance- 
ment {n the manipulation of ironinthiscountry. We have produced the largest wrought- 
iron solid fiy-wheels, shafts, composition ecrew-propeller, guns, and now the king of ail | 
steam-cylinders. With this cylinder on end, a round table placed in its centre, would 
accommodate about 39 people.— American Paper. 


Desutpuvrisinc Ores.—Messrs. Tait and Avis, of New York, have 
patented the process of desulphurising sulphurets by a current of heated compressed 
atmospheric air, impetied by asaitable pump, in combination with a closed furnace con- 
taining the ore. Also the use in this process of nitric oxide gas in combination with 
the atmospheric air; also the use of steam in combination with the heated air.

Remarks.—The Metal Market during the past week has shown consi- 
derable dulness, and prices in some instances have become lower, and in 
most cases still remain rather weak. In great measure this is owing to 
the continued tightness of the Money Market, which is a very serious in- 
terruption to commercial operations, and causes many orders to be held 
back which would otherwise be given out; merchants generally being in- 
disposed to enter into transactions of any magnitude while the rate of in- 
terest is so high, and while there seems no immediate prospect of money 
becoming easier. We trust, however, that this state of things will not 
exist much longer, as it is very discouraging, at the early part of the year, 
to find business so much curtailed and kept back by the stringency of the 
money market. The accounts from India are not quite so favourable, but 
we hope this is merely temporary, and that the next advices will be of a 
more satisfactory character. The orders from Ameriea still come in very 
slowly, and so much uncertainty exists with regard to the import duties 
there, that manufacturers are not mach disposed to enter into any very ex- 
tensive contracts at present; and from the tone of American intelligence 
there seems to be great fear that these protective duties will be established. 

Correr.—The market has continued quiet during the week, and trans- 
actions have not been very numerous, At the former part of the week 
business was done at 1/. under smelters’ rates, but latterly the market has 
become rather firmer, and sales have occurred of rough cake at smelters’ 
prices. It is by go means improbable that we may see ere long an im- 
provement in this metal, and that an advance in price may take place. 

Iron.—In Staffordshire the demand for manufactured continues quiet. 
The orders for the States are small; atid the high rate of money prevents 
merchants ordering in advance of immediate requirements. ‘The principal 
works are fairly employed, but the trade is rather dall. Prices, however, 
are firm, owing to the high price of pig-iron, and the rate of wages, which 
do not admit of second-class manufacturers abating much from the list 
prices. In Welsh the trade is steady. Welsh orders come in somewhat 
slowly, but there is every prospect of business remaining steady for some 
time tocome. A moderate business ig doing on French account, and the 
other continental markets are taking average quantities. The home trade 
remains without change; and, considering the state of the money market, 
business is, on the whdle, in a satisfactory condition. ‘ In Swedish iron a 
very fair business is still doing, at former prices. In Scotch pig-iron a 
moderate business has been done, at improved prices. At the commence- 
ment of the week the price advanced to 68s. cash, and afterwards to 
68s. 6d. cash; it then declined to 67s. 6d. cash, but again rose to 67s. 9d. 
cash; and the last accounts from Glasgow give a further improvement to 
68s. 6d. cash, so that, upon the whole, the market is in precisely the same 
position at the close as it was at the commencement of the w 

Leap.—The market continues dull, and without any important trans- 
actions. Prices remain the same as quoted last week. 

T1y.—In English a decline of 2/. per ton was announced by the smelters 
on Tuesday, making present prices 95/. for blocks, 962. for bars, and 982, 
for refined. In foreign the market has been considerably depressed, and 
the price of Struits has gradually become lower and lower, business hav- 
ing been done at the commencement of the week at 88/, 10s. cash, then 
afterwards at 877. cash, and 86/. 10s. cash, still the price declined, and no 
rally took place, and transactions occarred at 86/, cash, and finally sales 
were effected at 851. cash. We cannot, however, consider this state of 
things legitimate, but that it has been caused by interested parties, we, 
therefore, think we shall see an improvement ere long. Advices have 
been received from Holland that the next public sale of Banca will take 
place on March 22, when 111,800 slabs will be brought forward; the fol- 
lowing sale will be in the autumn. 

SPELTER has been very quiet during the week, and parcels on the spot 
still remain at 232.

A few speculators seem to have been forcing their holdings on 
the market, while others who can afford it to continue to hold firmly for fur- 
ther advance. The speculation for the past month has been beyond all 
reason, and we fear many will deservedly burn their fingers before very 
long. Opinion as to the immediate future of the pig-iron trade seems di- 
vided, many are under the impression prices will he much firmer, but we 
fear a considerable run of forced sales by over-bought speculators, which 
must tend in the other direction. 

MaNvuFactureED Iron continues in good demand. The principal makers 
in South Wales are full, if not overstocked with orders, and show no will- 
ingness to give way in prices for tbe best specifications. Common bars 
may be bought for 77. to 77. 5s., f.o.0. South Wales. We hear no com- 
plaints from Staffordshire or Cleveland of scarcity of business. The East 
Indian demand is good, also the Mediterranean and continental, but Ame- 
rican orders dribble in rather slowly. Altogether the iron trade is in a 
satisfactory state, though we see no possibility of higher prices. 

Hematite Ores are somewhat firmer in price; the long spell of bad 
weather having operated against large shipments, making smelters, espe- 
cially in South Wales, rather short of stock. 

Copper is slightly firmer, without any great amount of business. It is 
impossible to form any opinion as to the future, all depends on the course 
of events in Chili. 

TiN-Prates continue in fall demand, and at advancing prices. We 
think it quite within the bounds of possibility that we shall see charcoals 
quoted at 40s., IC, before many months are over.

Deer-sea TELEGRAPHIC CaBLes.—There is a point connected with deep-sea telegraphy 
which I should be extremely glad if some of your more scientific readers would settle. 
One of my friends, an inventor of considerable repute, contends that the failure of all 
the cables which have hitherto been made for the Atlantic route is due to the pres- 
sure of the water not having been taken into consideration. He calculates that the 
cable is subjected to a pressure of 7000 lbs. to the square inch when in the greatest 
depth met with, and that consequently all previous cables have failed through this 
pressure forcing the water into the almost invisible interstices between the conductor 
and the insulator through the insulator itself. The question is, I think, sufficiently 
interesting to put through the Journal; for, if the assertion be true, it is evident that 
all cables should be tested by putting them bodily under a pressure of 3 or 4 tons to 
the inch before they are passed as perfect. The experiment might be made by taking 
a strong metallic tube, and stopping the ends securely. Then passing @ conductor 
carefally, but not thickly, insulated, test the conductivity. Ly means of a connection 
bet ween the interior of the tube and a hydraulic pump, gradually increase the pressure, 
and note whether any change In the insulation Is produced.—Putneas: Munchester,

SPAIN AND CHILI—No. I. 
That international treaties which encourage and assist international 
trade are the great preventives of war, is a truth which is becoming in- 
delibly impressed on the minds of the more civilised races of mankind, 
There still remain, however, some European nations who fail to appre- 
ciate the inestimable benefits of international interchange and amity, and 
who thus, living without any of those firm ties which bind race to race, 
are in continual dread of the attack of some hostile neighbour, and are, 
consequently, compelled to maintain an army and navy far in excess of 
their capacity, means, or necessities. In the catalogue of such backward 
nations must undoubtedly be included the kingdom of Spain, which, at 
this moment, is at war with the most successful of her old colonies, under 
circumstances which can add but little to the renown and glory of the 
mother country. If, now, we ask why the bankrupt Government of Spain 
was induced to send a fleet into the Pacific on a warlike mission to her old 
children, we can but believe that she did so rather as a means of divert- 
ing the attention of her subjects from the consideration of home politics, 
than from any just offence on the part of the South American Republics. 
Let this, however, be as it may, the fact is now written on the page of 
history, that Spain sent a fleet into the Pacific for the ostensible reason of 
demanding indemnity for indignities shown by the Pernvians to Spanish 
subjects resident in that Republic. The result of that expedition is now 
also a matter of the past, and we know how the Peruvians at first with- 
stood the demands of Spain, and how the admiral in command of the fleet 
seized on the Chincha Islands, from which the Peruvians derive the bulk 
of their revenue, and how at last the child was frightened into humbling 
herself before her old mother, and into submitting to all the demands made 
on her. ‘These circumstances bring us to the close of the first act of this 
aggressive move on the part of Spain, and in time, to about the close of 
the summer of last year. To understand the second part of our story— 
that is, the cause of the present war between Spain and Chili—we must 
now take into account the bitterness and animosity which pervades all classes 
on the west coast of South America in all that relates to Spain, for the 
memory of the serfdom they endured under her rule is not yet obliterated 
from their minds. Thus it came to pass that, although Chili was not di- 
rectly connected with the Hispano-Peruvian war, she could not but feel 
bitterly indignant at the course Spain adopted towards her sister republic, 
and so denied to the Spanish fleet the fuel and provision it required, 
whilst at the same time some of her hot-headed subjects were unwise 
enough to go beyond the bounds of prudence, and to assist directly their 
northern neighbours, 

Irritated by this demonstration of contempt and disgust on the part of 
Chili for her conduct toward Peru, and despite that the sore had been healed 
by the accredited minister of Spain in Santiago, the capital of Chili, the 
admiral in command of the Spanish fleet, armed with instructions from his 
Government at Madrid, sent home the minister from Santiago, and set 
sail with his fleet from Peru for Valparaiso, to break the neck of Chilian 
pride; and nodoubt Admiral Pareva thought it would be as easy a matter 
to bring the Chilians to terms as he had found it to be with the Peruvians; 
for he certainly must have been totally ignorant of the commercial pro- 
sperity, of the political unanimity, of the intellectual superiority, and phy- 
sical hardihood of the Chilians, or he never would have adopted the course 
he did. Having set sail from Peru, Admiral Paresa so timed his jour- 
ney southwards, that he entered the bay of Valparaiso on Sept. 18, the 
eve of the national festival commemorating the emancipation of the Chi- 
lians from Spanish yoke. He must surely have been confident of his game 
or he never would have commenced it by such an outrage to the national 
feeling. However, on his arrival, he laid his demands at once before the 
Chilian Government—demands which were rejected alike unanimously by 
the Government and the people. He demanded that his flag should be 
saluted with twenty-one guns, coupled with the tendering of satisfactory 
explanations from the Chilian Government. And for what? For simply 
this, that she had shown sympathy with Peru in her defence against Spain 
—a sympathy which she exhibited by all means not beyond the bounds of 
neutrality. ‘These demands were backed by a threat, that unless they were 
complied with in four days he should proceed to blockade the coast and 
bombard the town.

REMEDIES. 
BY EVAN HOPKINS, C.E., F.G.S. 
{Abstract from the Paper read at the Royal United Service Institution on Jan. 29.) 





On the Position of the Steering Compass on board an Iron Sh ip.— 
he directive property of a magnetic needle depends solely on the direc- 
ion of the terrestrial magnetic force.

The powerful tinctorial virtues of these 
dyes may be learned from a circumstance which occurred during the pas- 
sage of the Great Lastern betwen Liverpool and New York, when the 
sea was observed to exhibit a crimson hue for some distance around the 
vessel, and when it was afterwards discovered that the bloody sea owed its 
colour to a wave having stove in a plate of the Great Hastern, and thus 
the water got access to certain vessels which contained magenta. 





Snrprinc Disasters.—The number of vessels engaged in the regular 
carrying trade, which suffered from wreck or casualty in 1864, was 1667. 
If this number is sub-divided, it will be found that more than half of it is 
represented by unseaworthy, overladen, or ill-found vessels of the col- 
lier class, chiefly employed in the coasting trade. Thus, the number of 
coal-laden ships wrecked in 1864 was 523, against 614 in 1863, 593 in 
1862, 659 in 1861, 510 in 1860, and 537 in 1859. The number of col- 
liers wrecked in ballast in 1864 was 99, as compared with 114 in 1863, 
128 in 1862, 153 in 1861, 71 in 1860, and 81 in 1859. The number of 
vessels carrying metallic ores in 1864 was 126, against 146 in 1863, 113 
in 1862, 117 in 1861, 94 in 1860, and 140 in 1859. The most fatal points 
for shipwrecks on the eastern littoral appear to be the Norfolk and Suffolk 
coasts; the Corton and Scroby Sands especially have involved the loss of 
many a ship. As the screw colliers progress, the old class of colliers, 
many of which are more or less unseaworthy, will gradually disappear; 
but another class of accidents is then to be apprehended—collisions, of 
which the screw colliers have been somewhat unfortunately productive. 





-CRENVER AND WHEAL ABRAHAM MINING COMPANY. 


The Master of the Rolls has dismissed the bill filed by this company 
against the Miners’ Bank, Truro, with costs, without prejudice to any other 
bill which the company may be advised to file. The prayer of the bill was 
that an injunction might be granted to restrain the bankers from taking 
and entering into possession of the lands, works, property, and effects of 
the company by virtue of a mortgage made by the company in favour of 
the bankers on Jan. 25, 1865, and that such deed might be decreed void 
and ordered to be delivered up to be cancelled. His lordship observed 
that this was a striking instance of the great caution that should be exer- 
cised in dealing with a public company. On Jan. 23 of last year the di- 
rectors then in office executed a mortgage to,the bankers, which was repu- 
diated by the directors who succeeded them, on the ground that the direc- 
tors’ making of the mortgage was wltra vires. The two questions arising 
were, whether the deed was authorised by the construction of the com- 
pany, and whether the money advanced was applied for the benefit of the 
company. 

‘The company was formed with a nominal capital of 150,000/., in 30,000 
shares, of 5/. each, and was duly registered. Shortly afterwards a contract 
was entered into with Mr. Sandiforth Featherstone Griffin to supply plant 
and machinery, &c., for 85,0002. Of this one-half, or 42,5002. was to be 
paid to Griffin, in 17,000 shares, representing 2/7. 10s. paid. Griffin was 
to complete the works by Aug. 1, 1865, and in the meantime the payment 
was to be made monthly, less 20 per cent., which was retained by the com- 
pany as security for the fulfilment of the contract. Considerable sums of 
money were advanced by the bankers to the contractor, and also to the com- 
pany—14,000/. being due from the contractor and 1200/. from the company. 

In this state of things, the deed of Jan, 23, 1865, was executed, which 
recited that Griffin had received 19,5787. from the company in part pay- 
ment of works executed and materials supplied; also 6266 shares (27. 10s. 
paid), and 1423 shares (2/. 15s. paid), and that a large sum still remained 
due to Griffin from the company under that contract. And further, that 
Griffin was possessed of certain property, engines, plant, &c. And fur- 
ther, that Griffin was indebted to Willyams and Co. in the sum of 
14,2391. 5s. Gd. for moneys advanced to him for the purposes of the said 
contract, and that the company were indebted to Willyams and Co. in the 
sum of 1272/. 1s. 7d. for moneys advanced. And further, that Griffin and 
the company had applied to Willyams and Co. for further advances to 
them respectively, to enable the said contract to be carried out and com- 
pleted, which Willyams and Co. had agreed to do on repayment of the 
sums mentioned, with interest; and also of any other sums advanced by 
Willyams and Co., either to Griffin or to the company. 

It is witnessed that, in pursuance of this agreement, and in considera- 
tion of the sums of 14,2397. 5s, 6d., and 1272/. ls. 7d., owing to Wil- 
lyams and Co., Griffin and the company did thereby jointly and severally 
covenant with Willyams and Co. that they, the said Griffin and the 
company, or some of them, would, on Oct. 23 then next, pay to Willyams 
and Co, the 14,2392. 5s. 6d. and the 1272/. 1s. 7d., together with all such 
other and further sums as shall have been advanced by them in the mean- 
time to Griffin or the company, with interest on such advances from the 
date of the advance up to Oct. 23. The mortgage further witnesses, that 
Griffin did assign to Willyams and Co., all moneys due or to become due 
to him from the company under the contract, and also all and singular the 
steam-engines, plant, and materials on the mine; all timber and other 
property at Truro, and the Wheal Alfred engine, appointing Willyams 
and Co. his attorneys to receive payment. And the mortgage also wit- 
nesses that the company did assign to Willyams and Co, all and singular 
the tin, copper, and other metallic minerals, &c., raised (subject to the 
rights of tributers), and all and singular the buildings, engines, machinery, 
plant, and materials, and other property and effects then being, or which, 
during the continuance of the security, might be upon the mine. 

And the said mortgage agrees and declares that if default be made on 
the said Oct. 23, it shall be lawful for Willyams and Co. to take posses- 
sion, but that until possession should be taken the premises should remain 
in the possession of Griffin and the company. And Griffin covenanted 
with Willyams and Co. to complete the contract according to terms. And 
the company covenanted to pay all moneys to Willyams and Co. instead 
of to Griffin. ‘Fhere is a power to sell, but Willyams and Co. were not 
to exercise the power unless the company made default of the payments 
from time to time becoming due to Griffin under the contract. Willyams 
and Co. were to give notice of intention to exercise their power of sale. 
In the event of proceeding to a sale, Willyams and Co. were to reimburse 
themselves for the expenses attending it, and to apply the remainder to 
the reduction of the debt and interest. It was provided that the total 
sum to be secured by the mortgage should not exceed 22,0007. 
The learned judge remarked that, having regard to the Articles of As- 
sociation of the company, the question was whether this was a valid in- 
strument? ‘This would depend upon the construction which was to be 
put upon the 81st, 83d, and 84th articles. His lordship read the articles, 
which were to the effect—81st, that no purchase, sale, contract, or agree- 
ment, sanctioned by a general meeting, should be afterwards impeached; 
83d, that the directors might raise money on debentures, &c., and might 
create mortgages, and pay them off, and create new ones, and so on; and 
84th, that all these mortgages might be made to include power of sale, &c., 
as the directors might think fit. This mortgage was executed in this 
form, and the learned judge considered it was difficult to say whether the 
power contained in the articles was ample for the purpose; but that, on 
the other hand, it could scarcely be supposed that form alone was referred 
to. It was a question whether the deed does not make Griffin the agent 
of the company, and it would be difficult to hold that Willyams and Co, 
could not claim for the works properly done. It was his opinion that the 
mortgage was a valid security, and he could not, therefore, order its can- 
cellation. The bill contested the validity of tho deed altogether, on the 
ground of fraud, and this the plaintiffs (the company) had altogether 
failed to establish; the bill was, therefore, dismissed, with costs, without 
prejudice to any other bill which the company might be advised to file. 
We hope to be enabled to give the verbatim report of the judgment, 
as delivered, in next week’s Journal.

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 

Giaseow, Fes, 7.—English speculators are not done with this market. 
yet; however, there will be difficulty in realising above the high prices now 
current. If they continue to purchase and absorb everything, they may 
find themselves in a dilemma when they come to realise, In the meantime, 
the present high prices are interfering with our market, and sending orders, 
offered here first, to the South. Founpers are also in receipt of daily 
orders which the South are absorbing on account of the high price of pigs 
here. Prices of Manuracturep Iron are unchanged, but makers in most 
cases have succeeded in getting an advance, and are inclined to hold firmly 
to the present quotations, were it not that prices are easier in the South, 
and shipping orders that would have been placed here are taken at less 
money in Liverpool. It is difficult to see how lower prices can be accepted; 
and with the present price of pig-iron orders are rather scarce. ‘The ship- 
ments of Pia-Iron from the Scotch ports for the week ending the 5th inst. 
were 7632 tons, against 10,669 tons last year—total till this date 49,438 
tons, decrease 5498 tons. The fluctuations in the market during the past 
week have neither been so violent nor so rapid as the previous week; the 
lowest price touched was 66s, 44d. cash on Thursday, and the highest 
68s. 9d. on Friday, since then the price has been rather in favour of buyers; 
67s. 3d. cash was accepted yesterday. ‘To-day the market. opened dull, 
67s. 3d, cash accepted, but gradually improved up to 67s. 9d. cash, and 
68s, 61. a month paid, closing buyers at the last. Makers’ iron firm at 
67s..9d. for No. 1, and 67s. for No.3; Gartsherrie, No. 1, 69s.; Colt- 
ness, No. 1, 70s. per ton, 

We regret to state that the Gartness Iron and Steel Works, near Air- 
drie, have been brought to a sudden stand. It will be recollected that 
they were purchased by an English joint-stock company (limited) some 
time ago, and had the appearance of a prosperous future. Hopes are en- 
tertained of their resuscitation, but fears are also expressed that the sns- 
pension will be permanent. The balance-sheet of the company has been 
s2nt to London for the inspection of the partners, and it will depend upon 
their answer whether the business will be resumed. It was only a small 
concern, consuming about 300 tons of pig-iron a month. It is pleasing, 
on the other hand, to report that two new malleable ironworks are about 
to be erected in the vicinity of Wishaw, the ground for the first having 
been already measured off. These works will employ several hundred 
hands. The Messrs. Pickering, wagon builders at the same place, we are 
happy to notice, are enlarging their premises, having more work on hand 
than their limited means can accomplish. When the extensive alterations 
and additions are completed, they will be able to execute nearly double 
the work of the previous year. 

The miners’ eight-hours movement looks as if it were going to prove a 
success, as it-has already been pretty extensively adopted in the mining 
districts, and in others it is to begin with the next pay. An extended 
agitation is going on all over the county, and meetings have been held 
with the miners at Larkhall, Baillieston, Glasgow, and Wishaw, which were well

tended, and the men seem all to approve of the restricted hours. Arrangements have 
also been made for visiting the colliers in Falkirk, Clackmannan, Fife, Ayrshire, and 
Mid-Lothian, for the purpose of propagating the movement. At the collicries which 


have adopted short time there is a reduction of nearly a ton of coals on each man’s work 
per day, which will bring his advanced pay down to 4s. If this may be taken as an 
average, the reduction on the output of the year cannot be less tran 244 million tons of 
coal, and the price, as a consequence, will be considerably enhanced. The men at Ste- 
venston are still on strike, supplied by their fellow-unionists with 10s. a we

the week ending at date was 18,600 tons, against 26,500 tons in thesame week last year. 
This deficiency is attributable to the stormy weather which has prevailed since the year 
commenced, and to the deficiency of railway plant on the mineral lices which run off 
from the Caledonian, North British, and Glasgow and South-Western Ratlways. There 


is also a deficiency of vessels, which thestorm of the past weck has prevented from put- 
ting to sea: but we are glad to notice to-day that the prevailing wester!y winds have

the Midland, and South Wales Railways. The adjourned meeting was 
held on Friday last, when the above-mentioned report was produced. 
* We find (it states) that the gradients, curves, distances, and general amount to be 
expended on the two schemes of the session are very nearly the same. Mr. Ward’s 
line (Midland and Great Western) has rather the most favourable gradients. The plans 
of this line do not show a branch to the Forest of Dean.

There aresome advantages and 
disadvantages attached to each scheme as deposited, but it is is not at present neces- 
sary to enter into them, because, after mature reflection, we would suggesc that a fur- 
ther examination of the district be made, and more perfect plans be produced. In the 
event of either of the present schemes being now proceeded with, they must be amended 
in another session, so that no time would, in fact, be lost by the delay. We are the 

more impressed with the propriety of this course because the contemplated outlay seems 
to us to be extremely large, and to require careful consideration. And having reference 
to the fact that there is one scheme already authorised—the Severn Junction —profess- 
ing to effect some of the objects contemplated by the other projects, and also remember- 
ing that the late Mr. Brunel intended to cross the Severn at Hock Crib, so as to unite 
the South Wales with the Great Western at Standish or Stoneh at a cost which 
was assumed to amount to about 300,0007 , we think that the ensuing summer would 
be beneficially occupied in bringing forward some other route which might seem cal- 
culated to effect a more convenient junction between the lines on the east and those on 
ths west of the Severn at the /east possible cost consistent with the public convenience 
and the objects to be attained.”

William Jackson, M.P., who has been suffering severely in London from bronchitis, but 
having seen a letter from the hon. Member’s son, we are enabled to state that Mr, 
Jackson is out of danger, but it is anticipated that some time must elapse before he will 
be fit for active business, parliamentary or otherwise.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Fes. 8.—The Iron Trade is, no doubt, somewhat affected by the high 
rate of money, and the feeling of anxiety as to the future course of many 
ot the new enterprises which have been brought into existence under the 
principle of Limited Liability. The suspension of Mr. Saven, the great 
railway contractor, will have a bad effect. Orders are rather held back, 
and given out sparingly, yet the works, as a rule, are fairly employed, and 
North Staffordshire is fully as well off as the South of the county, parti- 
cularly in respect of orders for bars. The Pig-Iron market is in a some- 
what uncertain state. Buyers have not readily consented to give the prices 
demanded by makers of pig-iron, and yet the deliveries are not so prompt 
as is desired under past contracts. ‘Transactions are avoided as far as 
possible, and future prices are a matter of some uncertainty. On the 
whole, however, there appears an anticipation that the vendors of pig-iron 
must somewhat abate their demands, 

A terrible boiler explosion occurred yesterday at the London Works, 
Smethwick, of which Messrs. Beasley and Vaughan, manufacturers of 
angle and other moulded iron, are the proprietors. The works form part of what was 
formerly those of Messrs. Fox, Henderson, and Co,, who erected the late Sir Joseph 
Paxton’s Crystal Palace Exhibition building in 1851. The boller which burst belonged 
to the rolling-mill. It was new, was egg-shaped, 22 feet long, and 5 feet in diameter. 
Between 5 and 6 o’clock, when about 100 persons were in the works, a sudden explosion 
terrified the whole neighbourhood, and it was at once seen that the boiler had burst. 
One part was driven downwards, and the other across the canal, striking the opposite 
bank, and bounding off a distance of some 60 yards fromits seat. A good deal of damage 
was done, and four men were injured, one very seriously from being badly burnt, and 
another received severe {njuries. [It was a most happy circamstance that the force of 
the explosion drove the boiler from the works, or the consequences might have been 
terribly disastrous. At present nothing is known of the cause of the explosion. 

A serious explosion occurred on the same afternoon at the blast-fur- 
naces of Mr. J. H. Hickman, at the Graveland Ironworks, ‘Tividale, near 
Dudley, A furnace was about to be tapped, when one of the tuyeres 
through which the biast is conveye! into the molten metai burst, and the water which 
is contained in the tuyeres to keep them from melting at once bursting into steam, forced 
out a quantity of the melted iron upon the men employed at the furnace. Two men 
were so dreadfully burnt that they died the next morning, and two more received very 
serious injuries. The case will, of course, receive careful investigation by the Coroner.

They are intended to act so as to de- 
fend the heavy battery of the ship from missiles of every description. 
With all the improvements in plates and armour, the Hercu/es will, pro- 
bably, be the most complete as well as invincible vessel afloat, aad a fitting | 
representative of the great maritime power to which she belongs. Heavy 
castings of various sorts are being turned out largely in the neighbourhood | 
of Sheffield, and during the week the beam of a steam-engine, intended | 
for a local colliery, weighing upwards of 40 tons, has been sent off. | 

The Iron and Coal Trades throughout Yorkshire remain in the same | 
condition as previously noticed. At Milton and Elsecar the firms there | 
are tolerably well off in orders for bars, sheets, hoops, and rails. They | 
have also obtained a contract from Government for plates for the East Indies. Machine | 
and engine makers are all actively employed, there being a large and increasing demand 
for their production. In South Yorashire the coal trade ts by no means brisk, and in 
consequence one or two firms are obliged to play to-day. At London and at Doncaster 
a large number of loaded wagons are awalting delivery. The dispute between Messrs. 
Newton, Chambers, and Co. and their workpeopie isin the same state as it was last 
week, the men being oat, and receiving pay from the funds of the Union. 

There is a good enquiry for coke for Lincolnshire and Staffordshire for 
iron-making purposes. The Frodlingham Iron Company, who some time 
since purchased the patent coke-ovens at the Peniston Station of the 
Manchester, Sheffiel@, and Lincolnshire Railway Company, are now pro- 
ducing «large quantity of coke. It is expected that the whole of the 
ovens, 60 in number, will be in full heat in the course of a week, whilst 
several new ones will be added tothem. From the construction of the 
ovens, the quality of the coke is remarkably good, much superior to that 
made by the ordinary ovens. The coke is brought out ina solid mass, of 
a silvery cast, whilst the entire range of ovens, having a flue running the 
entire length, do not emit any smoke, which is sent into a large chimney 
about 70 feet high. 

In the Cleveland district the iron-makers are very busy, having suc- 
ceeded in obtaining some heavy contracts for India and other places. The work being 
turned out for home consumption {s also large, the demand for some of the principal 
railways being extensive, whilst the ship-yards on the Thames and other ports are also 
ordering largely in plates. Several new works are in course cf construction, and one 
or two will shortly be completed. The trade of the district was scarcely ever better, 
and there is every prospect of its continuing so for a long time, as the masters are un- 
able to stock, the demand being in excess of the means of supply. 

In Lancashire the business doing in coal and iron continues good, whilst 
the machinery shops were scarcely ever better supplied with orders. En- 
gine coal continues in active request, showing that the staple trade of the 
district is in a healthy state. Steam coal for export finds a fair sale on 
the Mersey. The shipbuilding is also better than it has been, and the 
various works at Liverpool promise to be busy as the season advances. 
Higher up, at Preston, which is only a small port, there is also @ good deal of activity 
in the shipbuilding. On Satarday last a fine iron-built barque was launched there 
from the yard of the Preston Iron Shipbuilding Company. It is intended for the port of 
Liverpool, and is the largest sailing vessel which has ever becn launched at Preston. 


Looking at the present state of the iron trade, and the large business 
that has been done with America, the feeling of uneasiness which has for

Some remarks were made last week as to improvements in furnaces, with 
a view to the consumption of smoke. Itis stated that the calcining-kilns, 
adopted by Messrs. Addenbrooke and Co., at their Rough Hay furnaces, 
are doing their work in a thoroughly effective manner, and have been 
proved to be economical in action, and are worked with comparatively 
little trouble. There is also much less smoke formed by this method than 
in the old and still common plan of calcining in open heaps. The same 
firm have successfully accomplished the utilisation of the waste gases from 
the furnace top, without the employment of a bel!. Their plan is to draw 
off the gases through a number of openings in the throat of the furnace, 
about 4 ft. below the gangway, the draught being effected by a very tall 
chimney stack, and regulated by a valve, by which means either the whole 
or a part of the gas formed can be carried off. Itis hoped that these im- 
provements will go on, and that every iron-prodacing district may cease 
to be a desert of spoil banks, enveloped in an atmosphere highly charged 


with soot. 

The nature of the potters’ occupation has been a good deal discussed 
lately, owing to the light of a special Government enquiry having been 
turned upon it. The necessity for improved arrangements, with a view both to facility 
of production and sanitary results, is universally confessed, whilst the neglect to apply 
machinery to many operations in the earthenware manafacture has long been matter 
of surprise. There is now decided promise of improvement in these respects, and the 
new works now being erected contrast most favourably in every respect with those pre- 
viously in existence, At Newport, Barsiem, Mr. Anthony Shaw is about completing 
some works, which are @ great advance on what has been too frequently the rule, and 
Mr. Edward Ridway is erecting new china-works at Shelton, which combine almost 
every practicable improvement. The Factory Acts appear to be working satisfactorily 
in that district. a . 

Allusion has previously been made to some of the joint-stock companies 
of this district. The first limited joint-stock banking company started in 
this country was one at Birmingham, and its fourth report recommends 
payments in the shape of dividends at the rate of 30 per cent. perannam. At the an- 
nual meeting, on Monday, Mr. G. F. Muntz (the Chairman) congratulated the share- 
holders on tire success of the bank, observing that their profits in 1862 amounted to 
7000/., in 1863 they were 13,000/., in 1864 they were 31,000/., and the present year gave 
42,000. (Applanse.) So that if they would multiply the first year’s profit by six, they 
would only just arrive at the profit of the fourth year of the existence of the bank. In 
the same manner the deposits had increased, which was the surest indication of the 
public confidence, and the great soarce of their profits. In 1862 the deposits amounted 
to 362,000/,, in 1863 they were 482,000/., in 1864 they were 704,000/., and this year they 
had risen to 1,107,000/. As totheir mode of doing business, the Chairman said the prin- 
ciple they had adopted had enabled them to acquire large profits, and at the same time 
make moderate charges tocustomers. When large losses were incurred by a bank, it 
involved the necessity of making undue charges upon the customers. In respect to the 
moderate charges to customers their bank stood unassailable, and was able to serve the 
public as well or better than any other. The secret of this was, they relied upon their 
customers doing a safe and legitimate trade, and avoided speculators and speculating 
This company purchased the assets of the bank of Attwood, Spooner,

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The upward movement noted of late in Belgium has been confirmed. A 
uotation of 67. 16s. per ton for rolled No. 5 has now become general, 
Rece nt quotations may be said to have been generally maintained. Refin- 
ing pig has made 31. 6s., casting ditto 37. 18s.; one furnace maintains a 
quotation of 4/. per ton, but this is for an altogether special quality. It is 
difficult to indicate the actual quotation for rails, few contracts have been 
negociated, and prices are kept secret. The Couiliet Company has treated for 1000 tong 
with England. The collieries of the Rabr Company, a Rhenish-Belgian enterprise, will 
hold its annual meeting (Feb. 10) at Brussels. The Lavoir and Bianc-Misseron Mines 
and Ironworks Company will meet, Feb, 12, at Brussels; the Falnuée Collieries Com- 
pany, Feb. 13, at Gand, &c. A company has been formed at Brussels, with a capital of 
40,0002., for the manufacture of submarine telegraphic wire, &c. An unofficial meeting 
of the Sambre Rolling- Works Company has been held at Brussels ; it was convoked by 
a committee of shareholders, and had consequently no relation to an ordinary general 
meeting arranged to take place at Brussels on Monday, Feb. 12. The object of the two 
meetings was certainly very different. In the assembly convened for Monday it is 
proposed to vote the dissolution of the pany, in q of the negative result 
of an attempt to sell the Maubeuge Works, while the unofficial meeting of shareholders 
discussed a means of preventing that liquidation, or at least of rendering it favourable 
to the shareholders in the Sambre undertaking. It was proposed that a new company 





if necessary the Hourpes-sur-Sambre Works. The share capital of the new company 
was proposed to be 60,000/., in 6000 preference shares of 10/. each, to receive 6 per cent, 
before any deduction. It was further proposed to create an unlimited number of divi- 
dend shares, of a nominal sum of 10/, each, to be given as a premium to every subscriber 
for five preference shares, These dividend shares would participate in the profits only 
after the deduction of 6 per cent. on the preference shares. The proposed new pany 
will be formed if a sufficient capital is collected for the acquisition of the Bois-le-Tilleul 
Rolling-Mills, to secure which the promoters are prepared to offer as much as the sum of 
40,0002. It is not certain that it will be possible to obtain the works on these terms, ag 
some higher bidder may appear. In any case the result will be favourabie to the share- 
holders in the Sambre undertaking, as the dissolution will then be effected on better 
terms than could have been hoped for. An undertaking has been constituted under the 
title of the Coal Basins of the Hainaut Railway Company. The proposed capital is 
1,200,000/., divided into 20/. shares; this capital may be carried to 2,000,0001. with the 
approval of the general meeting. The lines which belong to the new company are the 
Haut and Bas-Fiéou, the working of which has been assumed since Jan. 1; the Fram- 
eries and Chimay, which will be constructed by the company, although it will be worked 
br the Centre, a girdle line at Charleroi, and some branches intended to unite the col. 
lieris of the Hainaut basin to existing lines. The President of the council of adminis- 
tration of this new and somewhat extensive undertaking is M. Forfamps. 

The situation of metailurgical affairs in France has experienced no sensi- 
ble modification. ‘The quotation of second fusion pig in the [laute-Marne 
has slightly revived in consequence of an advance in English pig; No. 1 
is quoted at 4/, 9s, 6d. According to official documents just issued, 1865 
must have been a good average year for French mining and metallurgical industry, and 
even a progressive one. In 1865, the extraction of coal from French mines, which in 
1864 attained a total of 11,100,000 tons, amounted to 11,590,000 tons, of the average 
value of 93. 2d. perton. When we recal the fact that in 1860 the extraction of coal in 
France was only 8,300,000 tons—while in 1855 it was 7,450,000 tons; in 1850, 4,400,000 
tons; in 1845, 4,200,000 tons; in 1840, 3,000,000 tons; in 1835, 2,500,000 tons; in 1830, 
1,860,000 tons; in 1825, 1,400,000 tons; in 1820, 1,100,000 tons; and in 1815, 900,000 
tons—it will be seen that in five years the annual production of coal in France has been 
increased to the extent of 3,000,000 tons. The figures which we have given certainly 
show a considerable progress in the working of mines of mineral combustible in France 
of late years. It is not without interest to indicate that during the last five years prices 
have remained almost stationary; thus, while theaverage price for the whole of France 
was 93. 3d, per ton in 1860, it was 9s. 2d.in 1865. The reduction made in the Customs’ 
duties levied on coal has not, then, had the effect of causing prices to fall, and we may 
conclude that the cogsumption has grown more rapidiy than the production. As re- 
gards ironworks, the results disclosed do not deserve to be the less remarke’. In 1865 
there were produced, as well of pig for refining as of second fusion casting pig, 221,200 
tons of pig made with vegetabi bustible, of the value of 1,287,360/. ; 98,890 tons of 
pig made with two combustibies mixed, of the value of 496,880/.; and 848,300 tons of 
pig made with mineral combastibie, of the value of 3,317,960/.; making a total of 
1,168,300 tons, of the value of 5,102,2007. It results from data in the hands of the Ad- 
ministration of Mines, that in 1864 the production of the French blast-furnaces was 
224,700 tons of pig made with vegetable combustible, 110,500 tons of pig made with two 
combustibles, and 831,400 tons of pig made with mineral combustibies—or, altogether, 
1,166,600 tons; this total is almost identical with that for 1865. On comparing the re- 
sults of this latter year with those for 1860, it will be seen that in five years, if the total 
production of charcoal-made pig has fallen from 316,400 tons to 221,200 tons, on the 
other hand the weight of the pig made with mineral combustible alone, or mixed with 
vegetable combustibie, has risen from 581,800 tons to 947,100 tons; it follows that, com- 
paring 1865 with 1860, there was an increase in the production generally of 272,100 tons. 
As regards the sale prices, they have notably diminished to the great advantage of the 
consumer, Thus the average price per ton of rough pig, which was 4/. 17s. in 1860 for 
all France, did not exceed 4/, 2s. 24. in 1865. The progress realised as regards iron 
does not appear to be without importance. In 1865 the fabrication appears to bave 
amounted to 61,400 tons of charcoal-made, of a total value of 992,800/.; to 21,100 tons of 
iron made with two combustibles, of a total value of 353,320/.; and to 729,500 tons of 
fron made with mineral combustible, of a total value of 6,675,000/., making a total of 
821,000 tons, of the value of $,021,120/. In 1860 the total quantity manafactured dié not 
exceed 532,200 tons of the value of 6,076,1207. Comparing 1865 with 1860, we thus find an 
increase of 279,800 tons in the production, and 1,945,000/. in the value. In 1864 the 
production of the ironworks was estimated at only 792,800 tons or about 20,000 tons 
below that of 1865. Notwithstanding the progress which our summary indicates as 
having been effected In French mines and ironworks during the last five years, every- 
thing leads to the belief that they are far from having attained the development of 
which they are susceptible. In 1865 there were granted six concessions of mines of com- 
bustible of a superficies of 4654 acres. Two of these are in the department of the Var, 
and one in each of the departments of the Hautes- Alpes, the Ardéche, the Aveyron, and 
Savoy. One concession of bearings of ironstone was granted last year; it is situated 
in the department of the Manche, and its extent is 690 acres. Two concessions of 
mines of iron pyrites of an extent of 1154 acres were granted in the department of the 
Gard. Five concessions of mines of lead, silver, copper, zinc, and other metals were 
granted last year; the collective extent of these concessions was 29,594 acres, and 
the departments in which the concessions are situated are the Hautes-Aipes, Corsica, 
the COtes-da-Nord, the Hérault, and the Hautes-Pyrénées. Three concessions of mines 
of bitaminoas schist were granted last year of a superficies of 1590 acres; all these 
were situated in the department of the Safne-et-Loire. One concession was granted of 
mines of salt in the department of the Landes; the extent is 2402 acres. In all 18 con- 
cessions were granted last year, the total super@cles being 39,084 acres. Further, five 
extensions of concessions were decreed in the course of 1865; two of these referred to 
mines of coal in the department of the Lot, and in that of the Maine-et-Loire ; two to 
mines of ironstone in the department of the Gard, and {n that of the Moselle; and one 
to metallic mines in the department of the Aveyron. Altogether, there existed on the 
territory of the French empire at the close of last year 1171 concessions of mines—coal 
mines, 593 ; ironstone mines, 245; and mineral substances other than coal and iron, 
333. At the commencement of 1866 no fewer than 140 applications for concessions still 
remained under consideration, of which 47 referred to mines of combustible, and 93 to 
metallic mines. Mining industry thus appears to be making progress at all points of 
the French empire. The Napoleonic régime appears to be open to objection in many 
respects, but to do it justice {t must be admitted that {t has proved eminently favour. 
able to the development of the industrial energies of France. 

The fall of prices in England has had the effect of reviving the demand 
for English copper at Paris. At Havre, Chilian has provoked some new 
affairs, and prices have been better supported; disposable has been dealt 
in at 94/. per ton, while sales have been effected for delivery at 95/. per 
ton. The German markets have been unfavourably influenced by the fall of prices in 
| England; on these “ places ” there is little animation in affairs. At Rotterdam, Dron-

“NoTHING LIKE GuNPOWDER.”—It will be recollected that gun-cotton 
has frequently been objected to by practical men upon the ground that 
very little friction causes it toexplode, and it appears that, in this respect 
at least, nitroglycerine is even more dangerous. The Berg-wnd Hiittem- 
mannische Zeitung states that, among other disadvantages of Nobel's 
nitroglycerine is the fact that it freezes at a temperature very probably 
above 92° Fahr. It is said that even at a temperature of 43°—46° Fahr. the oil 
solidifies to an icy mass, which mere friction will cause to explode. It is probable, 
however, that the freezing point of the oll lies somewhat lower than {s here stated, 
though as yet no exact determination has been made. Ina railway tunnel at Hirsch- 
berg, in Silesia, a fatal accident has occurred through the explosion of frozen nitro 
glycerine. It was kept in glass vessels, packed in straw, and placed in baskets, eacd

For the introduction of the torpedo we ere indebted to Jacobi, of St. Peters- 
burg, but owing to the attempt of that great chemist to make them self-acting, the 
greater part of their power even when they exploded was lost, whilst but little difficulty 
was experienced by the English sailors in fishing them up and destroying them alto- 
gether. Since that time, however, the application of electricity to their explosion has 
rendered them far more dangerous to an enemy, and the proof which their use has afforded 
that the ignition of an explosive charge can be placed entirely under the control of a 
person far beyond danger, may fairly be taken advantage of by miners. The efficiency 
of the magneto-exploder, invented by Prof. Wheatstone, F.R.S., appears, from Mr. King’s 
description of it, to be perfect, and it would be well for all connected with mining ope-

UrinisaTIon oF Biast-ForNAce Gases.—An improvement in the uti- 
ligation of the waste gases of blast-furnaces has been patented by Mr. J. 
Cliff, of Wortley, near Leeds; but the patent has become void from neg- 
lect to file a complete specification. It has heretofore been common to use 
the gases generated in the blast-furnaces for heating the hot-air stoves, and for generat- 
ing steam in boilers, and for some other purposes. Instead of this, Mr. Joseph Cliff 
proposes to blow them back into the blast-furnace itself. One mode in which this may 
be done is by using an exhaust cylinder, which is connected by pipes with the waste 
gas-pipe, and is provided with a piston, which is worked by the blast-engine, and thereby 
exhausts or draws the gases from the waste gas-pipe or furnace, and then forces the 
said gases into a receiver at such pressure as may be desirable. The gases pass from 
such receiver to the furnace either by an entirely separate pipe of suitable diameter, 
whieh shall deliver the gases close to the tuyeres, or shall join the air in the tuyeres 
immediately before it goes into the farnace, so that there may be a rapid and complete 
mixture ofthe air and gases at the point of ignition in the farnace. By these means

Preserving Trmper.—Upon several previous occasions reference has 
been made in the Journal to the process of preserving timber, invented by 
Mr. Joun Berne t, of King William-street, and as the durability se- 
cured by the creosoting has now been thoroughly tested, he has prepared 
a pamphlet stating the results obtained. Mr. Bethell has received some 
highly satisfactory testimonials with respect to the way in which timber 
is creosoted by him, but he states that he has reason to believe that since the expiration 
of his patent much timber has been prepared with less than the proper proportion (7 to 
10 lbs. of creosote to the cubic foot) of creosote oil, and that in some cases timber has 
even been prepared by simply steeping it in creosote oil; but he takes occasion to ob- 
serve that neither of these practices has been in any way sanctioned by him, and he 
does not believe they will prevent the internal rotting of thetimber. It will be remem- 
bered that the process ofcreosoting requires some care and trouble when properly carried 
out, and it would be a matter for regret if so useful a process should lose its reputation 
through careless imitations being introduced, The timber, being first dried, and cut 
according to the pattern required, is carefully weighed, and is then placed in a cylinder 
of wrought-iron, the doors of which are hermetically closed. The air and the moisture 
contained in the wood are then exhausted from it, and from the cylinder containing it, 
by a powerful air-pump. The pores of the wood being now empty, and capable of being 
absolutely filled, the perservative material, called creosote oll (which consists of the 
heavy bituminous oils distilled from gas-tar and pitch), heated up to 120° Fabr., is 
forced into the body of the timber by powerful hydrostatic pumps, exerting a pressure 
of 120 to 200 lbs. per square inch, This pressure is maintained until it appears that 
the proper quantity of creosote oil has entered into the wood. The wood is then taken 
out and weighed, to verify the result. From a report presented to the Legisiative As- 
sembly by the Minister of Public Works in Belgium, it appears that although the 
average duration (ascertained during a period of 28 years) of unprepared oak sleepers was 
11 7-1lths years, and of unprepared fir s1 7% years, it was found when,in the 
spring of 1865,a very careful examination war made by the authorities thatall the creo- 
soted sleepers (although some of them had been in use 19 years) were perfectly sound 
and fresh, and in consejucuce the Belgian Government decided to have all their sleepers 
creosoted in fature. 


Oxsraininc Motive Power.—An invention has been patented by Mr. 
M. P. Watt Boulton, of Tew Park, which relates to obtaining motive power 
from aériform fluids and liquids. He states that when it is desired to heat 
air or acriform fluids in a close vessel under pressure, this may be done 





The matter 
thus employed may be a metal or metallic alioy in a state of fusion, or it may be some 
compound ofa metal with non-metallic elements, such as metallic oxides, chlorides, fluor- 
ides, salts, such as carbonates, silicates, borates, 4nd mixtures of such substances. The 
heated liquid may be made to flow in contact with plates, surfaces, or bodies surrounded by 
the aériform fluid which it is desired to heat, and may be made to pass through perfora- 
tionsin these, Alsothe at#riform filaid may be caused to pass through the heated liquid, 
receiving heat in its passage through it. The piston of the pump employed for forcing 
the heated liquid may be similar to that whi¢h the patentee described in the specifica- 
tion of a previous patent as applicable to engines which are worked by heated gases. 
The valves employed may be kept cool in the interior by the passage through them of 
water or liquid, The exterior of the cylinder may be kept cool by water, the interior 
being separated from this by some substance which is a slow conductor of heat. This 
method of heating fluid may be employed for superheating steam. It may also be em- 
ployed to heat aériform fluid when used asin Stirling’s air-engine. In such a case, 
to prevent oxidation of material, the aériform fiuid employed may be some fluid other 
than atmospheric air, such as nitrogen or carbonic oxide. The following is a mode of 
employing heated aériform flaid for the production of motive power :—Heated aériform 
flaid which has been contained in a vessel under pressure is caused to issue in a constant 
stream or blast into a passage communicating with the air, acting like a blast in the 
chimney of a locomotive engine ; it draws air, or causes air to,be forced into the passage. 
The cooler current of fluid thus created passes into a chamber, in which it creates pres- 
sure, anc from this chamber the fluid passes toa cylinder in which it works a piston, 

Steam-Hammers.—According to the invention of Mr. James Dodge, 
of Manchester, the object of which is to enable the workmen to prevent the 
falling of the hammer at pleasure, and for any period of time required, it is proposed to 
apply a catch, which passes cnder the hammer when it is elevated, and, therefore, sup- 
ports it in its raised position.
